But any 
unprejudiced man who will take the trouble to enquire into the 
matter will at once perceive that the fear sought to be excited 
is utterly baseless, as has been repeatedly shown. Nothing 
could be a greater mistake than to suppose that the Muhamma- 
dan interests would suffer from the introduction of election. 
The unsatisfactory nature of the present nomination system 
must be admitted by every unprejudiced person. Subservient 
Hindus and Musalmans as a rule are appointed members of 
the Legislative Councils. But the introduction of the elective 
system would enable Musalmans as well as the other communi- 


ties to elect their own representatives, who would have more 


sympathy with their thoughts and feelings, The proposal 
8 Opposed ‘on. ‘the: ground that in: that case the number of 
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Hindu members would exceed that of the Muhammadan mem. 
bers. But that is mevitable under any system, owing to the 
large excess of the Hindu population over that of the Muhan- 
madan, Some Musalmans may be pleased with Sir 
Sayyid Ahmad Khén’s statement that 50 millions of, Musal- 
mans are equal to 200 millions of Hindus; but it is not sup- 
ported by facts. A man who conceals from his co-religionists 
their real condition and excites false hopes is an enemy to 
them, At present there are eight non-official additional mem- 
bers -in the Viceroy’s Legislative Council,-of whom four are 
Hindus and only one a Musalmén. Itis true that there 
is one more Muhammadan m2mber, namely Sayyid Amir 
Hasan, but he is a Government. servant.. But. under the 
proposed elective system, even if the number of elected 
members were fixed at nine only, there would be. at least 
two elected Muhammadan members, though there is good 
reason to think that their number would be more than two. 
Moreover, it should be observed that the Congress desires that 
only half the additional members should be elected. If at 
an election any Musalmins fit to be members of Council 
failed to be returned, Government would itself appoint them. 
The Hendustdnz then mentions the names of the members of 
.the different Provincial Councils, and shows that there is 
only one Muhammadan member in each of those Councils; 
but argues that the number of the Muhammadan members is 
sure to be increased under the proposed elective system, as 
Muszalmins are generally more influential than Hiudus in 
every place. In a future issue the Aindustdnz will show 
‘what has been the effect of the introduction of election in 
municipalities on the Muhammadan community,. The pro- 
portion of Muhammadan to-Hindu members in the Lucknow 
Municipal Board is greater than it should be according to 
population, Under the representative system the Musalrans 
‘ean never be losers, Sir Sayyid Ahmad Khan says that under 
that system there would be only one Musalmaén’ against five 
Hindus. Accepting his statement to be true, for the sake of 
argument, the Hindustdui desires to ask him if the proportion 
at present is larger. He should controvert the above facts if 
he can. It is another thing to deceive the people ‘by misr-

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presentations. - ‘thie vepedsentative system follows im tlie wake 
of British rule. Itis a. matter of deep. regret and surprise 
that an intelligent man: like Sir Sayyid Ahmad advocates 
a retrograde ‘policy, His present hostile movement will 
be as unsuccessful as Was his previous one. The Musalmans 
will show: that they ‘sympathize with their Hindu -bre- 
thren and not with a. few narrow-minded Anglo-Indians 
who may raise some natives to high position and even dub 
them Knights,. but who desire to keep the people in a state 
of permanent bondage, Sir Sayyid says that if a Bill regard- 
ing the prohibition of cow-killing were introduced into 3 Coun- 
cil. reconstituted on the lines recommended by the National 
Congress, it would be sure to be passed. He is again guilty 
of a misrepresentation of facts. In the first place, it is almost 
impossible that such a measure will ever be introduced. 
When the late Maharaja of J aipur. was a member of the 
Supreme Legislature, he desired to introduce such a measure 
and asked another Hindu member if he would support it. 
But he refused to do so, and there the matter ended: It is 
true that some educated Hindus are agitating for the 
prohibition of cow-slaughter, but a large majority of educated 
Hindus do not sympathize with the movement. They heartily 
desire the preservation of the useful bovine species, but they 
think that cow-killing cannot be discontinued until beef becomes 
more expensive than any other kind of meat. Secondly, even 
if such a measure were introduced, it would. have no chance 
of being: passed. Suppose the Local Legislative Council were 
eomposed of 40 members, Its constitution would be some- 
what as follows :—14 elected and 2 nominated Hindu mem- 
bers, 4 elected and 4 nominated Muhammadan members, 10 
European officials, 1 elected and 4 nominated Europeans, and. 
l elected native Christain, Hence it will be seen thatif a 
measure against cow-slaughter were introduced, there would 
be 16 votes in its fayour and 24 against it. Even supposing, 
for argument’s ake, that there is not a single nominated 
Muhammadan member and the nominated Hindu members are 
6, though such a thing is simply impossible ; in that case the- 
votes would be equally. divided, but the Lieutenant-Governor 
would haye a casting yote, Moreover, the National Con- 
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‘grees has proposed that on such oceasions thé President should 
‘have the power to-overrule the decisions of the Council,

Muhammadans, Evidently his one eye which he had himself 


‘destroyed in the Panjab was restored by this time. But 


subsequently in connection with the Aligarh College Trustees 
Bill he destroyed both his eyes. ‘The Musalm4ns, too, were now 


thrown overboard ; and all his affections centred in his son, 
‘whom he appointed Life Secretary of the Colleze Committee

officials are induced to lend the money to Government on low

His departure from Rémpour 
is regretted by all classes of the people. His only fault, if fault 
it be, was that he was not a flatterer, Muhammad Nadfr Shth 
Khin, the First Assistant, has also retired. His retirement 
has been attributed by the Rdmpur Gazette to sickness, 

But he is strong and healthy and contemplates a pilgrimage 
to Mecca this year, The fact is that, like Riy4zu-l-din, he 
was unable to make himself a time-server. Had ability and 
political shrewdness been the chief considerations with the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in selecting members of the council of regency, 
Muhammad Nadir Shéh Khin would have undoubtedly been 
appointed a member or rather vice-presideat. But His 
Honor -has golden. spectacles on. Had Government been 
really anxious to place the administration of the state on a 
satisfactory footing, it would not, have left able men like him 
out in the cold. There is reason to fear that when the young 
prince takes the administration into his own hands, he will 
find himself hard beset with difficulties; and his treasury 
quite empty. The retirement of officials who were true 
well-wishers of the state cannot be too deeply regretted. The 
new Commissioner of Bareilly is at present staying at Rém- 
pur.
